The board also received ‘a copy of 4 
number of proposed changes” in the 
classification of freight on which they 
are expected to report if there are any 
portions of it that they do not approve. 
The lst was referred to the transpor- 
iation committee with power to act, 

The council reported that proper 
steps had been taken to protect street 
car passengers from danger while pass- 
ing through the Jasper avenue subway, 

The secretary reported in the matter 
of the attempt made by the board to 
have the fire underwriters reduce the 
Insurance rates on the south side to 
the effect that after making proper re- 
presentations of the case, the under- 
writers replied thet owing to certain 
conditions and to the unsatisfactory 
condition of affairs it would be im- 
possible to grant any reductions at the 
present time.
